Movement of Colored Troops.— Unu- 
activity has prevailed among the col- 
ored troops during the last few days, and 
we hear of bodies moving in several parts 
of the State. 

A force appeared on Saturday at Shelby- 
ville, and another on Sunday at Christians- 
burg, while a strong column is reported to 
be near Bloomfleld. Eighty-four recruits 
are said to have been obtained in Shelby 
county.

REGULAR MIDNIGHT REPORT. 

Virginia. 

Reception of our Troops In Kit bin nd. 

New York, April 5.— The Herald's Wash- 
ington special says a dispatch dated Spotts- 
wood House, Richmond, 1:30 P. M., Mon- 
day, says but little property was destroyed 
by the fire, which was confined mainly to 
the tobacco warehouse. The reception of 
the Union troops was enthusiastic beyond 
all expectation, proving that there were 
large numbers of Unionists in the city. 
Many union flags were displayed. Yester- 
day was the anniversary of Grant's taking 
command of the army in person, at Cul- 
pepper Courthouse. 

Twtutv Thousana l»risoners—Lee Mov- 
ing Toward Danville. 

Washington, April 4. — There is good 
authority for the statement that the rebel 
prisoners taken bv Grant's army will num- 
ber 20,000. 

During Sunday night the rebels fired and 
blew up the buildings in and around Pe- 
tersburg. 

At City Point the belief is general that 
Lee is retreating upon the Danville Rail- 
road and that Sheridan is upon his flanks. 

Destruction of the Rebel Forts and Rams. 

Washington, April 4.— On Sunday night 
before evacuating Richmond, the rebels 
blew up their forts and rams iu the James 
river.

The Victory on Sunday. 

HKADqi ARTERS AKMY OF THE POTOMAC, 

April 2. — The most important victory the 
Army of the Potomac has ever gained in 
Virginia was won to-day, and the outer 
line of works which we have been trying in 
vaiti for months to overcome, has at last 
yielded to our arms, and the greater por- 
tion of" this army is within a mile and a 
halt' of the city on the south west side. The 
struggle made by the rebels to retain these 
works has been of the most desperate char- 
acter, and for the success obtained to-day 
we are indebted not only to the strategy ex- 
ercised by the commanders, but to the 
overwhelming numbers and bravery of the 
troops that did the work. 

The orders for an attack on the line East 
and South of Petersburg by. the 6th and 0th 
corps were carried out punctually at day- 
light. The artillery having been hammer- 
ing away the greater part of the night along 
the entire line held by the above corps. 
Such furious cannonading has very seldom 
been heard during the war — not even sur- 
passed bv that which was heard on the 
occasion of the mine explosion in front ol 
Petersburg. 

The irth corps engaged in the action were 
the "2d and 3d divisions and Col. Sam Har- 
mon's brigade of the 1st division. The 
charges were made in front of Forts Hell 
and Rice, on the Jerusalem road, and were 
so far successful that by 8 A. M. we were in 
possession of their fortifications, Fort Ma- 
hone being the inost elaborate and exten- 
sive. These works had fourteen guns, 
some of which were at once opened on the 
enemy by the men of the infantry regi- 
ments. Just inside and about oue hundred 
yards from Fort Mahone was another 
work, to which the rebels retreated, and 
from where they threw a dent ruct ire fire 
upon our men, causing them to retire from 
the end, when the rebels made a dash, 
thinking to recover entirely, but the guns 
on the right, as well as the center, had been 
manned and shotted, and the assailants 
were driven back. From this time till late 
in the afternoon the struggle continued, the 
enemy using every effort to recover the 
fort, while our men were as determined to 
retain it. About noon the chances seemed 
that we should lose it, but a the brigades 
under Gen. Collis and Gen. Benham, with 
General Shamlin's brigade of the sixth 
corjis, came on the ground, and by 
their timely arrival saved the gal- 
lant men in the fort from capture and 
again caused the rebels to retire. The fight 
which raged on this ground was of a most 
terrible and fearful character. At dark the 
position of the contestants was the same as 
during tlfb day. 

Gen. Wilcox, with part of his division, 
made an attack on the front of Fort Mc- 
Lilvey, near the Appomattox, and took 
part of the line, but he soon after was fore 
ed to retire to his former position, owing to 
lack of support. The loss of the !»th corps 
will reach from 800 to 1,000, killed, wound- 
ed and prisoners; among whom are Gen. 
Potter, commanding the 2d division, who 
is badly wounded in the groin, but not 
fatally, it is thought that Col. Letchell, ol 
the 31st Maine, and Maj. Batton severe ly; 
Colonel Gregg, 17th N. Y., wounded; Major 
Morrison, 25th Pa., lost a leg; Lieut. Alex- 
ander wounded; the latter were taken by 
the 111th Pa. The tith corps struck the ene- 
my's line in front of Fort Welch, near the 
celebrated lead works and carried them 
with very slight loss. They at once pushed 
for the South Side Road, which they reach- 
ed about 9 o'clock, and in a very short 
time several miles of it were torn up and 
destroyed. They then moved on down to- 
wards Petersburg driving the rebels before 
them across the town on a run and into 
their works close to the city. They took a 
large number of prisoners— about 2,000 and 
some 20 guns. 

No attack upon the inner line has been 
made as yet, as the position is a strong one 
and will either be defended to the last or 
evacuated. 

During the night, the 24th corps, holding 
the line north of Hatcher's run and south ol 
the Duncan road, connecting with the 6th 
corps on the right, and the 2d on the left, 
advanced at daylight and took the works 
in their front with slight loss. Over 1,000 
prisoners were captured there. The attack 
was mado by Foster's and Turner's divi- 
sions, under Gen. Gibbons; they were sup- 
ported by the colored division of the 2d 
corps, who held the line from the Run a 
mile east of the Uoydton road, over a mile

New Y'ork, April 4.— The Worid has a 
graphic account of the battle of Five Forks, 
which wis the turning point in the great 
conflict which, under Sheridan's geueral- 
ship, will take rank with anything on rec- 
ord.

SATCRDAYN FIQHTINO— THE . ATTACK ON 
I 1IERSBI RO— SHERIDAN ON THE .SOUTH- 
MI) E RAILROAD. 

N y m York, April 4.— Of Saturdays's op- 
erations, toe Tribune's correspondent says: 
At 7 A. M., the 5th corps was again in mo- 
ti >n, passing to the left along White Oak 
road to join Sheridan in executing the diffi- 
cult movement of marching by nank in 
presence of the enemy, withdrawing divis- 
ions in the rear of each other, and marching 
tbem off suoosmfully from right to lott. 

The left division, Crawford's, executed 
the same movement by brigade. WhiJe 
this wa«» taking place the 2d corps moved 
toward White Oak road by a more din** 
route and established connection with the 
right of the 5th corps. 

Meanwhile Sheridan, with four cavalrv 
divisions, passing around the left of the 
whole army, went through Dinwiddie 
Court House, and toward the Southside 
railroad, with his usual rapidity. The force 
which drove Crawford and Ayers across 
Gravelly run, however, at once turned their 
attention to him. 

Moving rapidly to the right, and after a 
desperate conflict, he was also forced back 
within a mile of Dinwiddie C. H., but be- 
ing joined by Warren's corps he again took 
the offensive, and in turn drove the ene- 
my, and captured a position known as Five 
Fork6, together with alxmt 4,000 prisoners 
Mi several batteries of artillery. 

He was then joined by Miles' division of 
the 2d corps, and pushed westward for the 
Southside railroad. This he soon reached 
and took position on it. The 5th corps, 
supporting the cavalry, took IS guns and 
about 2,000 prisoners, enabling Sheridan to 
drive Jaaek Jthe force winch on^ Friday 

House. 

on receiving this news it was determined 
to give the enemy no time to send troops to 
their right, and at once a simultaneous at- 
tack was ordered all along the lines by the 
9lh, 6th, 24th, 8th and 2d corps. 

An order was giveu about nine o'clock at 
night, and in less than an hourafuiious 
assault begun on the rebel intrench went* 
in front of their several commands, result- 
ing in the enemy being driven in confusion 
from their first into their second line of 
works, with the loss of over f>,000 priso- 
ners, several forts, and about 2t) pieces of 
artillery. 

The 2d corps were engaged all day in 
their front, and, in spite of the terrible fire 
of musketry poured into their ranks behind 
their works, su^reeded in maintaining their 
new line, several hundred yards in ad- 
vance of the line they occupied in the morn- 
ing. The 24lh corps occupied the center of 
our line, its left connecting with the 2d at 
Hatcher's Run, aud its right going to the 
l«ft of the 6tb corps. 

Before daylight on Sunday morning, the 
rebels made a furious assault on 'he posi- 
tion of this line, driving a portion of the 3d 
brigade from their breastworks, and cap- 
turing about one hundred. Their success, 
however, did not last long. The 20th Penn- 
sylvania, by a gallant charge, drove them 
back beyond their lirst battle line. 

A sharp fire wa« kept u all day by both 
sides. Owing to th • hot fire of our sharp- 
shooters, the ene.ny was unable to wor^ 
bis guns; consequemlv very few casualties 
occurred to our side from shells. Our bat- 
teries, however, rained f>n incessant lire in- 
to their in trench mcuts. 

There was little fighting on account of the 
6th corps until night, w hen considerable 
shelling occurred. t^ui'pt nl«o reigned in 
front of the i''h corps. So matters sto d 
until 10 o'clock, when the 2d corps was 
started into sharper attention by a few shots 
on their front, soou swelling into battling 
volleys, the batteries joined in the clamor, 
the firing spread rapidly to the front of the 
24th corps and on to the Gtb, then away to 
the right until it reached the 9tn corps 
about 11 o'clock, at which time the fighting 
was at its hight. 

Presently cheers broke out on the front 
of the 2d, as the fire slackened. By 2:30 
the fire bad nearly ceased along the whole 
line, but at four in the morning, it sudden- 
ly broite out again, nearer then ever to the 
2d corps, while sharp artillery practice was 
heard far to the right, and again the crash 
of battle sped from end to end of the lines. 

At six o'clock the battle was raging furi- 
ously, but our colors were advancing all 
along the line. 

The World's correspondent recounts the 
attack on the Petersburg defenses. It was 
to take place on Friday morning at four 
o'cloca, but the failure on cur left was 
doubtless the cause of its postponement. 

The plan of this last phase of the action 
was this: Grant, on receipt ol the news of 
Sheridan's victory at Five Forks, immedi- 
ately despatched couriers, in conjunction 
w ith the telegraph leading to his headquar- 
ters, to each of the corps commanders, de- 
siring them, without loss of time, to opeu 
with botlmrti 1 lery and infantry upon the 
works at Petersburg. 

Sheridan, it will be remeir bered, attained 
his success by half-past 7 Saturday night. 
At 9, (irant hearing it, and before 10, o:r 
columns had passed the picket line, and 
were on their wav to the rebel intrench 
menu. Parke on the 
center, and Ord on 
same instant. 

The 6th corps (Wright's; was arranged in 
double line of battle, and without ceremony 
they threw themselves en mas-e in the 
ditch and up the parapet. The contest was 
short though terrible, and desperate hand 
to hand conflicts occurred— the deadly bay- 
onet charge, and impressive and fitful 
crashes of musket aud revolver. When 
our troops poured an enfilading fire down 
the inside of the parapet the yells and 
t roans of the enemy were most horrible. 
The ditches were heaped with living and 
dying combantauts tumbled together pro- 
miscuoaly, but ever now and then North- 
ern cheers told how the conflict wen!. On
